Senior housing 
clears 1st hurdle 


Developers of a senior hous- 
ing facility, in Romulus, 
cleared one more hurdle Mon- 
day night when members of the 
planning commission voted to 
recommend a zoning change 
making the project possible. 

The proposed 64-unit facility 
would be located across from 
the city civic center. The prop- 
erty is currently zoned for 
offices, but a multiple family 
residential zoning is needed. 

Funding for the development 
will be provided, in part, by the 
federal department of housing 
and urban development (HUD- 
h Subsidies will also be avail- 
able for those who live in the 
facility. 

At a public hearing, repre- 
sentatives from McKenna 
Associates, Inc., a community 
development firm hired by the 
city, provided information on 
the proposed zoning change. 

Speaking for the firm, Sally 
Hodges said the site is well- 
suited for senior housing be- 
cause it is near the downtown 
area, a convenience store and 
public emergency services. 

Commission members also 
heard from Martha Sachs, co- 
general manager of Coopera- 
tive Services, Incorporated 
(CSI). The City of Romulus re- 
cently purchased the property 
for the project with the stipula- 
tion that Cooperative Services 
buy the property when financ- 
ing from HUD becomes avail- 
able. Funding is expected to 
come through some time in 
1990. 

Sachs said the experience 
and reputation of CSI, a non- 
profit organization, was an im- 
portant factor in obtaining

funding from HUD. 

Cooperative Services has de- 
veloped more than 20 coopera- 
tive buildings since 1965. 
“Each one of the projects is a 
pride of its community,” Sachs 
said. "All of our buildings are 
cooperative.. .Seniors are in- 
volved in the management." 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
also put her two cents in at the 
meeting, “Housing for senior 
citizens has not been a priority 
of the federal government for 
the past eight years," she said. 

Affordable housing should 
not be taken for granted, McA- 
nally added. 

The Senior Towers, in Ronu - 
lus, are operating under a 25- 
year loan through the city, 
When the loan period expires, 
the building will go up for sale 
and the rent may become too 
high for some tenants, McAnal- 
ly said. 

The proposed rezoning will 
be addressed by city coun- 
cilmembers at the Dec. 27 
meeting. If approved, CSI will 
then approach the planning 
commission for approval of 
site plans.

Infant mortality rate 
is top county priority

Wayne County officials have 
made battling increasing in- 
fant mortality rates a priority 
of the county health depart- 
ment. 

Members of a 15-member 
task force appointed to develop 
new strategies in this area re- 
cently identified several target 
areas and new funding goals. 

In Wayne County, more than 
15 babies out of every 1 ,000 live- 
births died in 1987. That means f 
554 babies died in Wayne Coun- 
ty before their first birthday. 

The infant mortality rate is 
highest in the city of Detroit 
and is twice as high among 
black babies than among 
white. 

Task-force members are 
suggesting that greater public 
awareness would curb the 
death rate of infants. 

They suggest billboards 
aimed at women of Arabic and 
Hispanic descent, with tele- 
phone numbers to call for help. 
They also recommended in- 
creased education on the rela- 
tionship between AIDS and 
substance abuse to infant mor- 
tality. 

Members suggested that 
high-school dropout- 
prevention would result in low- 
er infant mortality rates. 
According to a report issued by 


the county Executive Task 
Force on Infant Mortality, teen 
parents who complete high 
school are more likely to avoid 
a second teen pregnancy and 
are experiencing a higher qual- 
ity of life for themselves and 
their infant. 

A referral hotline has also 
been established, 961-BABY, to 
assist in informing parents of 
high-risk infants of the services 
available.

Although the Christmas sea- 
son is considered a joyful time 
of year* some people have 
reason to look at the holidays 
with apprehension, even 
dread. 

Romulus postal worker Ho- 
ward Maki explained that 
those in his profession do not 
exactly relish the holidays. 
However, Maki said he has 
reached the point where he can 
take the increased mail volume 
in stride, “I take it one day at a 
time*" said Maki, who has 
worked the same route in 
Romulus for nine years now. 

To estimate the daily volume 
of mail for delivery* Maki 
stacks the mail and measures 
the height. An average height 
of Christmas mail is 13 feet as 
opposed to the normal height* 
7.5 feet. 


The establishment of a spe- 
cial fund may make more 
funds available for cultural 
groups in Romulus. 

The Community Foundation 
of Southeast Michigan will be 
offering grants to local com* 
munities to finance historical 
groups* art councils and scho- 
larships. 

Donations from members of 
the community and businesses 
would finance the program. 

After attending a special

If Romulus were to partici- 
pate* representatives of the 
foundation would act as advi- 
sors to city officials* offering 
investment management and 
fund-raising assistance* Oakes 
explained The foundation 
would also provide marketing 
tools to better promote the fund, 
fund. 

Oakes said participation 
with the project would cost the 
city approximately $50 per ev- 
ery $100*000 in the fund. In addi- 
tion, alee* based on the number 
of grants distributed from the 
fund* would be charged. 

An advisory board would be 
responsible for managing the 
local fund and for raising dona- 
tions. Members of the board 
would also recommend uses for 
the monies. 

Oakes said approximately 
seven percent of the invest- 
ment return would be available 
for grants. 

McAnally said participation 
with the foundation is certainly 
a possibility for Romulus. 

Barbara Rogalle Miller is a 
member of the Belleville DDA.

Officers offer tips on hosting a party

First of all, he said* “Make 
sure you have plenty of non- 
alcoholic drinks available* " he 
said* “A lot of people who have 
parties serve a non-alcoholic 


punch. No one knows exactly 
what’s in it,” Smagner added, 

Munchies are also helpful, 
Smagner said by encouraging 
snacks, a host will leave the 
guests with Jess room for 
drinks. 

For those who plan to use a 
bartender* instruct him or her 
not to push drinks. In addition* 
Smagner said, ask the barten- 
der to decrease the alcohol in 
mixed drinks toward the 
second half of the evening. The 
bar should be closed an hour 
before the party breaks up. 

Throughout the party, Smag- 


ner recommended, be mindful 
of how much guests are drink- 
ing. “If someone gets intoxi- 
cated, try to get their keys," 
Smagner said. He added that 
the police used to offer a ride 
service on New Year's Eve, but 
the manpower is no longer 
available. If a host cannot pro- 
vide a ride, said Smagner, he or 
she should call a cab for anyone 
who has had too much to drink. 
Since most parties provide 
alcohol at no charge* some peo- 
ple feel they may as well have 
that extra drink, said Smagner. 
“Whenever the booze is free.

Maki pointed out that the 
Christmas rush is only one of 
the challenges of delivering 
mail. Maki and his co-workers 
often face the dangers of dogs 
bent on protecting their fami- 
lies from dangerous postmen. 
He said the situation is just like 
the movies* 

"Dogs are born with a pic- 
ture in their little brains* 11 
Maki said. Dogs think postal 
deliverers are natural ene- 
mies, he claimed, "When 1 had 
a dog it used to bark at me until 
I took off my uniform , M Maki 
said with a laugh. 

Another factor in delivering 
mail is dealing with the weath- 
er. While Maki does not like the 
cold, he said delivering on hot 
days is even worse. 


All in all* Maki said, he en- 
joys his work. His favorite 
aspect is the people he has met 
on his route* “The people are so 
nice*" he said, adding that he 
appreciates the frequent offers 
of hot coffee he receives. 

Meanwhile, Maki and his co- 
workers are braving the 
Christmas rush. This is the 
busiest week for holiday mail* 
but Maki said he is not anti- 
cipating a rest in the near fu- 
ture. In January postal work- 
ers see a rush of catalogs* bulk- 
rate mail and material from 
the Internal Revenue Service.

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Year in review: State lawmakers pleased with success

Despite failure to approve a 
school reform package, local 
lawmakers were pleased with 
the results and accomplish- 
ments of 1988. 

"Like many of us, I was dis- 
appointed about the school fi- 
nances, but I’m sure we will go 
back at it again in 1989,** said 
State Rep. Lynn Owen (D- 
Maybeeh 

"Overall, a lot of good things 
came out of this session/* 

Most local lawmakers agree 
with Owen*s assessment, in- 
cluding State Rep. James Kos- 
teva (D-Canton). 

“I think we accomplished a 
great deal, especially in the 
advancements in environmen- 
tal issues/* Kosteva said. “It 


was truly a banner year for the 
environment." 

Kosteva spent a good deal of 
time working on a number of 
hazardous waste and recycling 
bills. 

“The hazardous waste bill 
addressed underground stor- 
age tanks and set tougher reg- 
ulations on hazardous waste 
disposal/' Kosteva said. 

But Kosteva admitted that 
the school reform failure was 
the down side of the year. 

Kosteva was disappointed to 
see the bill defeated, and he 
called the situation “a political 
game played by lobbying 
groups, which brought the de- 
mise of the effort.’* 

Members of the Senate re- 
jected the plan, 20-16, on Dec. 6. 

Gov, James Blanchard prop- 
osed a 1 cent sales-tax increase 


and a 25-percent property-tax 
reduction that would generate 
$119 million new dollars for 
education statewide. 

*Tm disappointed we didn't 
come through on it (school re- 
form bill)/’ said Sen. William 
Faust iD-Westland). “We still 
don't have a final solution with 
school reform.** 

However, Faust called the 
session “productive for area 
communities/* 

“For the district 1 thought we 
were very successful/* he said. 
“Every community that had 
requests in were granted.*’ 
Faust gave examples of 
money for the dam in Van 
Buren Township, money for 
additional economic develop- 
ment studies in Westland, 
money for a golf course and 
schools in Taylor and money 


from Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port going into the city of 
Romulus, 

Faust also spent time work- 
ing on bills dealing with truck 
safety on highways, setting 
underwater preserves for fu- 
ture generations. And he intro- 
duced a bill which would pro- 
hibit a person to be sued for 
slander if he or she is being 
charged with rape. 

The slander bill was 
approved by one house, and 
Kosteva expects it to be law by 
the end of the next session, 
“The highlight for me was 
seeing the library in Lansing 
completed/* Faust said. “I*ve 
worked for 17 years on that, 
and it is one of the most beauti- 
ful buildings in the country/ 1 
Kosteva was also pleased to 
see Romulus receive money 


from the airport, 

“A highlight for this area 
was to see the increased park- 
ing fees at the airport which 
will go to the city of Romulus/* 
he said. “It is the first time 
Romulus will get a percentage 
of a surcharge from the air- 
port.* 1 

Owen spent a good amount of 
time working on home care and 
health care bills, including a 
la w which will speed up the pro- 
cess of obtaining medical 
equipment such as wheelchairs 
and braces. 

Sen, Robert Geake < R - 
Northville) sponsored a triple- 
prescription bill which re- 
quires those prescribing narco- 
tic and other dangerous drugs 
to use a triple form, 

“This will allow for the trac- 
ing from the manufacturer tc 


the user and help combat the 
problem of diversion of sub- 
scription drugs into the black 
market/’ he said. 

Geake also sponsored a 
cigarette tax increase bill and 
an emergency loan act for 
counties in fiscal deficit. 

Geake plans to reintroduce a 
bill which will prohibit smok- 
ing in public schools and a bill 
to force video stores to have the 
rating of the movie listed on the 
cassette. 

Gerald Law {R-Ply mouth) 
was upset that state lawmak- 
ers didn’t deal with school fi- 
nances. 

“We have been looking at it 
for two years, and we should 
have had something put 
together by now/’ he said. 

State lawmakers will begin 
the 1989 session Jan. 11. 


Local officials’ salaries established by boards

With salary hikes for members of Con- 
gress, state lawmakers and county offi- 
cials making headlines, area residents 
may wonder what their local lawmakers’ 
paychecks will be like for the new year. 

Officials in most communities establish 
salaries for public officials using a simi- 
lar compensation system. Typically, a 
committee of private individuals - usual- 
ly appointed by the mayor- meet to deter- 
mine the salaries of public officials. 

Because the committee members are 
appointed by the mayor, there is usually 
some controversy concerning their loyal- 
ties. 

In Westland, a seven-member Local 
Officials Compensation Commission re- 
commends salaries for public officials, 

“Their word is not law/* according to 
Joe Benyo, consultant for the city. 

The recommendations of the commit- 
tee are reviewed by city council mem- 
bers, who either accept or reject the re- 
commendations. 

As in most cities, the compensation 
commission is established by city char- 
ter. Members are appointed by the mayor 
and confirmed by city council members. 
In Westland, the commission meets every 
two years. 

In Inkster, according to Betty Jarembo, 
personnel secretary, a similar system is 
in place. 

In Wayne* the Local Officers Com- 
pensation Commission, with six mem- 
bers, sets the salary for the part-time 
mayor and council members. Other 
salaries are established by the city mana- 
ger, according to Wayne City Clerk Nor- 
ma Collop. 


A merit commission sets salaries for 
Canton Township officials. The three- 
member panel is also responsible for 
hearing employee grievances. Members 
are appointed by the Canton Board of 
Trustees. 

In Belleville, the salaries for elected 
officials are established in the city char- 
ter, An increase in salary requires an 
amendment to the charter. All other offi- 
cials* salaries are set by council mem- 
bers. 

In setting salaries, most compensation 
board members study the surrounding 


cities and townships to determine what 
their officials should be making. Many 
times, the figures have to be altered be- 
cause of varying populations and respon- 
sibilities. 

Members also determine how the offi- 
cials are to be paid. In the Canton, 
township trustees are paid for each meet- 
ing they attend. Members of the merit 
commission discussed the possibility of 
changing this system to conform with the 
annual-compensation policy of surround- 
ing communities but later abandoned the 
idea.

of oneself /’ 

This message is the motto of members of the Belleville 
area Goodfellows, under the direction of Patricia Birbeck. 
The Goodfellows have found the reason for the season in 
their own back yard. 

Rirbeck and 27 other Goodfellows members have 
"adopted” an area youngster this year. The youngster no 
longer sees life through rosy-colored glasses. 

The sparkle of the Christmas tree, glimmer of dancing 
lights and strains of holiday carols are ail overshadowed by 
the death of his mother several months ago. 

it was this young boy's mother who promised him a very 
special birthday gift. Her untimely death meant a birthday 
promise unfulfilled, a dream never realized and a ray of 
hope for fulfillment at Christmas that grew dimmer each 
day.

County waste plan 
won’t serve area 

1 disagree with your editorial 
supporting the Wayne County 
Solid Waste Plan. The plan is un- 
fair to the less-developed com- 
munities in the county, such as 
Sumpter and Van Buren. 

According to the plan, we can 
be forced by the county to accept 
landfills and, yet, the final au- 
thority on questions of how these 
dumps are run, the standards 
they must meet and the enforce- 
ment of regulations will lie within 
the county. Particularly objec- 
tionable in this regard is the 
“emergency siting procedure,” 
which allows the county to ex- 
clude local authorities from nego- 
tiations for the siting of new 
dumps if landfill capacity in the 
county is less than enough for five 
years. Such a situation exists at 
this moment. 

We, in the southwestern part of 
the county, should not feel secure 
that the county will protect our 
interests. The requirements of 
the county are at odds with those 
of the “host” communities. Our 
local township authorities are 
naturally concerned with the 
safety of their residents and the 
protection of their property and 
environment, whereas, the coun- 
ty needs a cheap place to dispose 
of the toxic ash that will be pro- 
duced by the new Detroit inciner- 
ator. 

If we must accept new dumps 
in our area, we should insist on 
having the last word on the safety 
requirements these facilities will 
meet and the enforcement of 
these regulations. Also, because 
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of the highly undesirable nature 
of incinerator ash, any com- 
munities that can meet the 75- 
percent reduction of waste cal- 
led for in the plan without re- 
sorting to incineration should be 
exempt from having to landfill 
this noxious material. 

Unfortunately, county officials 
believe this plan has widespread 
support, We, in the southwest 
part of the county, must make 
our objections known, especially 
to Milton Mack, who supports the 
plan and is chairman of the Solid 
Waste Implementation Com- 
mittee,

This is written regarding re- 
cent concerns expressed about 
CREW - Community Resear- 
ching Educational Workings - in 
the Ply mouth-Canton school dis- 
trict. Accusations made by those 
who seem determined to under- 
mine any efforts to improve the 
quality of public education in this 
district frequently have no basis 
in fact. 

Information is taken out of con- 
text and distorted to the point of 
inaccuracy. This problem pre- 
sently prevailing in our schools is 
impairing the efforts of hard- 
working community citizens who 
wish to work toward a better 
education through increased 
efficiency and quality control. 

Our students deserve the dedi- 
cated commitment, and our com- 
munity should be thankful for the 
vision and expertise provide by 
CREW volunteers. The work 
they have begun needs to go on 
without further interruption. 

More than 50 volunteers came 
forth following the formation of 
CREW Late last summer. They 
were told at that time that the 
first goal of the committee would 
be to implement a survey in order 
to identify perceived strengths 
and weaknesses of the district. 

Volunteers were asked to sub- 
mit possible survey questions, 
and many were involved in the 
random phoning of citizens. 
Volunteers were then encour- 
aged to attend a meeting where 
volunteer survey consultant Dr. 
Sam Fullerton presented the re- 
sults. 

Mary Dahn, who attempts to 
speak for * conservative Christ- 


ians,' accused me of excluding 
that ‘faction’ from subcommittee 
work. Dahn neglected to indicate 
that her participation had been 
encouraged since she volun- 
teered. But bringing serveral 
friends unannounced to the cur- 
riculum subcommittee meeting 
was an obvious attempt to 
accomplish a singel objective - 
changing the district’s 
approach to sex education. Her 
approach was tactless and in- 
terruptive, insisting their views 
be heard, while interfering with 
other agenda items. 

CREW procedures to the point of 
publicly accusing a subcommit- 
tee of being a ‘fraud and a hoax' 
will not be expect^! to offer any 
further time to that subcom- 
mittee. 

We must all reconsider how 
valuable public education is to 
our country and our community.

Belleville turns back Trenton 

Tigers even Wolverine ‘A’ Conference cage record

Ai Yes Originating at 7:29 each night 
in studios oFWDIV-TV in Detroit, the 
drawings are shown live over all other 
stations via a satellite link. 

Q: Which drawings are shown? 

A: The Daily 3 game drawings are 
^hown and the winning Daily 4 game 
number announced on Monday, Tues- 
day, Thursday and Friday nights. The 
Super Lotto drawings shown on 
Wednesday and Saturdays include 
announcement of both Daily game 
winning numbers. 

Q: Do the same stations show half- 
hour lottery specials when they 
occur? 

A; Yes. These generally start at 7:30 
on Saturday night and include live 
drawings of both Daily games and 
Super Lotto. 

Q: When did the network start? 

A: The network was formed in 1984 
just prior to the start of Lotto game 
play. 

Q: Why are some stations different 
now? 

A; The lottery recently asked TV sta- 
tions throughout Michigan to submit 
bids for a new network contract in 
order to provide the best possible cov- 
erage for players at the lowest cost.

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Testing talents: Student scores not final word on ability

MEAP - it’s part of the lingo 
of any self-respecting school 
administrator, teacher or con- 
cerned parent, MEAP stands 
for Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program, a series 
of tests often used. Incorrectly, 
to separate the academic 
“haves” from the academic 
“have nots.” 

In western Wayne County, 
school officials have a healthy 
respect for MEAP, but it's not 
necessarily the final word in 
terms of curriculum develop- 
ment or assessment of 
academic achievement. 

“I don't know if there's any- 
thing better,” said Dr Michael 
Homes, assistant superinten- 
dent for instruction at Ply- 
mouth-Canton Community 
Schools. “ILs a barometer we 
have. A lot of people feel MEAP 
isn't very effective. It's a mat- 
ter of perspective. There is in- 
formation that can be valuable, 
but it's not a be all and end all.” 

Homes said MEAP is valu- 
able in two ways: One, as a 
means of obtaining informa- 
tion on specific students in 
grades four, seven and 10 in 
terms of their strengths and 


weaknesses. Two, as a means 
of providing a challenge to 
assess and update the curricu- 
lum in areas of need, 

MEAP is based on the idea 
that the state board of educa- 
tion has a responsibility to take 
stock, periodically, of the edu- 
cational health of Michigan 
students. 

The first MEAP tests were 
administered in reading and 
mathematics during the 1969- 
70 school year. Following a 
four-year revision process, 
new objectives and tests were 
introduced in 1 980-8 L 

Science objectives were 
tested on a mandatory basis for 
the first time this fall. 

Students in fourth-, seventh- 
and lOth-grades are tested on 
what state education special’ 
ists have determined to be the 
“essential skills” in each area. 

The test is administered dur- 
ing a five-week time span 
which begins the Monday fol- 
lowing Labor Day. 

What the MEAP does is mea- 
sure essential skills. What it 
does not do is rate the quality of 
the overall education program 
qf a particular school district. 

“The MEAP tests measure 
only a set of very important 
basic skills in reading, 


mathematics and science,” 
said Geraldine Coleman, coor- 
dinator of MEAP, “Although 
these skills are important, they 
are not the only skills which 
students should learn. 

“By themselves, the MEAP 
test results cannot teU whether 
a district is providing an excel- 
lent instructional program to 
students with great education- 
al needs or a mediocre prog- 
ram to students with few edu- 
cational needs. Comparing 
school districts on the basis of 
MEAP test results is very mis- 
leading,.,” 

Douglas Brown, director of 
instruction for Van Buren Pub- 
lic Schools, believes that 
MEAP test results are general- 
ly valid in the areas of reading 
and math, 

“The test does measure 
minimum performance skills 
in those test areas,” Brown 
said. “As a result of the many 
years these areas have been 
tested, the validity should be 
respectable.” 

In terms of the science por- 
tion of the MEAP, most admi- 
nistrators believe that the 
objectives being measured are 
not taught at the time period 
during which the test is admi- 
nistered. 


Area contamination sites named

A dump near Wick 
Elementary School, in Romulus, 
tops the latest list of environmen- 
tal contamination sites in west- 
ern Wayne County. 

The list of sites is published 
each year by the Department of 
Natural Resources as part of 
Public Act 307, the Michigan En- 
vironmental Response Act of 
1982. 

A total of five sites in western 
Wayne County have been desig- 
nated by the DNR as Group I 
sites - those which have been 
scored on a scale of 0 to 2000 by 
the Michigan Site Assessment 
System. 

The system is designed to 
assess the relative present and 
potential risk to the public health, 
safety, welfare and the environ- 
ment, which may be posed by 


each site of contamination, state 
officials said. 

Ranked 22nd and highest local- 
ly of nearly 500 sites in terms of 
severity of contamination is a 
barrel dump in Romulus, located 
near the school. The pollutant has 
been identified by DNR officials 
as phenol, cyanide zinc iron and 
xylene cadmium. Resources 
affected include surface water, 
soil and groundwater. 

An interim response has been 
taken at the site, which includes 
such temporary measures as 
providing alternate drinking sup- 
plies, surface removal and site 
security. 

Ranked 176th on the list is the 
Trilex firm, in Canton Township. 
Source of the contamination is a 
plating and polishing operation. 
Pollutants include chromium 
nickel, lead zinc and cyanide cop- 
per. Interim response efforts 
have taken place at the site. 


Ranked 316th is the Martinsvil- 
le Road Disposal Site, in Sumpter 
Township. Source of contamina- 
tion is a dump. Pollutants have 
been identified as PCB, TCE, 
Toluene and Benzene. Interim re- 
sponse measures have been 
taken. 

Ranked 324th is the K and J 
Landfill, in Canton Township, 
identified by the DNR as having 
surface- and groundwater con- 
tamination. The site is currently 
of insufficient priority to merit a 
state-funded evaluation or re- 
sponse. 

The final site in western Wayne 
County identified by the DNR as 
a Group 1 site is the Oaksville, 
Waltz Road Disposal Site, in 
Sumpter Township. Contami- 
nants at the dump site include 
PCB, Toluene TCE and Benzene. 
An interim response has been 
taken by state officials.

Some objectives tested in the 
fall MEAP may not be addres- 
sed in class until the following 
semester. 

Brown said that some dis- 
tricts do gear their instruction- 
al programs around the 
MEAP, hoping to increase 
scores and enhance student 
success. 

Next year, school officials 
are expecting low scores on the 
reading portion of the test, 


which will be revised to include 
more stringent objectives in 
the area of reading comprehen- 
sion. 

“There will be horrendous 
revisions next year,” Brown 
said. “Many revisions in actual 
objectives and test structure, 
all geared to meet the new de- 
finition of reading. There is a 
feeling that reading test scores 
will plummet.” 

Currently, Brown said, read- 


ing passages on the test itself 
are relatively short. With the 
new revisions, reading pas- 
sages would be increased from 
a few paragraphs to a few 
pages.

Facelift: Michigan Avenue repairs aid retailers

Michigan Avenue has a new 
facelift, and local retailers are 
hoping the fresh look will 
attract new business.

Overall, said Wisniewski, 
everyone involved - the M DOT 


officials, Wayne officials. Can- 
ton Township officials and the 
general public - was very 
pleased with the results. 

11 1 always worry about big 
companies/’ he said, referring 
to Holloway, “but these people 
were very cooperative, I was 
happy to deal with these peo- 
ple. They kept traffic moving in 
two lanes the majority of the 
time/" 

In 1990, Wisniewski said, the 
road will be widened to four 
lanes further west, as far as 
Lilley Road Final plans for 


this proposal have not yet been 
developed. 

Craig Walker, store mana- 
ger of Walter’s Home Ap- 
pliances, said the six-month 
project did little to negatively 
influence business. 

/ * T h i n g s were not bad, 
actually/ 1 he said. “They did a 
good job. We have no real com- 
plaints/’ 

“It didn’t hurt me too much,” 
said Terry Leright, owner of 
Terry’s Collision. “I thought 
they worked real hard at it. It 
didn’t hurt us any. Business 


was as good as it ever was.” 

Leright expects business to 
get even better now that the 
new roadway is fully oper- 
ational 

“It did a lot for the appear- 
ance of my building,” he said. 
“It sits on a hill now. There’s 
grass, a bike trail -it’s going to 
look good. It opened up the traf- 
fic more - people can spread 
out in the lanes, notice us more. 

“ICs opened up a lot of op- 
tions for the area. Business is 
going to be better. People will 
be more apt to build here with a 
nice new road.”

Jobs for the retarded 
provide double benefit

A job in the community and 
eventual independence are 
goals for members of the 
Wayne County Association for 
the Retarded. Of the 1,000 
people the agency serves, 100 
are working in the community, 
according to spokesman 
Ronald Krzesniak. The others 
work in one of six work/activ- 
ity centers the agency sponsors 
in Wayne County. 

The agency, which recently 
celebrated its 15th 
anniversary, provides job 
training, placement, supervi- 
sion and evaluation for the 
mentally retarded. 

Most clients begin their in- 
volvement with the agency by 
coming to a work center. There 
they participate in adult educa- 
tion, social activities and paid 
work within the building. 
Krzesniak explained that the 
centers help provide training 
for future employment outside 
the center and determine what 
types of jobs clients are cap- 
able of. 

The agency has changed the 
placement procedure for some 
clients, Krzesniak said. In- 
stead of being trained and ev- 
aluated at a center, the client is 
placed directly in a job. They 
will be trained there and evalu- 
ated. 

This method is time-saving, 
said Krzesniak. Participants 
learn exactly what they need 
for the job. 

“The people are growing fas- 
ter, acheiving more than we 
originally expected," said 
Krzesniak. He added that the 
sheltered environment of the 
work centers may hold people 
back. In “the real world,” 


workers are challenged to do 
their best. 

A success story of a client 
who works alone without agen- 
cy supervision can be found at 
Chuck Muer’s in Wayne, 

Maurice Cox , an Inkster resi- 
dent. has been employed at the 
restaurant nearly three years. 
His duties include prepping the 
dining area before lunch, 
vacuuming, setting tables and 
wrapping silverware. 

“He’s an excellent worker,” 
said manager Jon Bodin. He 
said Cox is always willing to do 
extra work. Despite a speech 
impediment, Cox is able to 
communicate if necessary by 
using gestures. 

Bodin said he would encour- 
age other employers to hire re- 
tarded workers. “People in 
Maurice’s position are very de- 
dicated in doing a job. They 
take their work seriously,” he 
said. 

Krzesniak said he has re- 
ceived positive feedback from 
many participating employers 
and believes more businesses 
will take advantage of the 
program. 

A national initiative to work 
with retarded citizens has been 
established at the Kentucky 
Fried Chicken restaurants. 

Retarded employees will be 
faced by many challenges as 
they are thrust into the real 
world. 

They must learn to deal with 
the stress of the job. They must 
find the transportation and they 
must learn to overcome various 
behaviors which would be dis- 
turbing to the general public. 

The challenges, however, 
will be worth it if these citizens 
achieve their goal of independ- 
ence. 


Laundry list notes successes of local-business owners

Milton Resnick has a laundry 
list of sorts. 

Instead of grocery items, it 
contains names. Names of the 
employees - no, cherished 
friends - with whom he has 
worked side by side for half a 
lifetime. 

Resnick and his brother Wil- 
liam own and operate Inkster 
Cleaners and Shirt Laundry, 
26756 Michigan Avenue 
They’ve been there since the 
end of World War II, w T hen their 
GI loans and fate took a hand to 
fashion a longstanding tradi- 
tion in dry cleaning and a uni- 
que perspective on employee 
management. 

“The business started in 
March 17, 1947,” Milton said in 
his small, but comfortable 
office, situated in the rear of 
the building. “We were just out 
of the service. We received GI 
loans. Six blocks west of here - 
that was the start.” 

After three years, Milton and 
William moved to their present 
location, where they have been 
ever since, promising service 
in four hours : “In by 12, out by 
1 4/’ 

The two brothers also oper- 
ate a pick-up service at 30257 
Cherry Hill Road. 

“It’s been a great learning 
experience,” Milton said, re- 
ferring to his business. “I’ve 
even lectured at Inkster High 
School in Home Economics

class. As a member of the 
Michigan Institute of Dry 
Cleaning since 1950, we receive 
technical bulletins on fabrics - 
all types of fabrics. 

“Cottons, silks, linens, 
rayons, wools, polyester, acry- 
lics - you have to learn to iden 
tify each.” 

Milton, who serves on the 
Tax Increment Finance Au- 
thority board and the Econo- 
mic Development board for the 
city of Inkster, is head of per- 
sonnel at Inkster Cleaners, 
head of public relations and 
head presser. 

William is head of dry clean- 
ing, maintenance and acts as 
chief spotter. 

As chief spotter, he identifies 
stains, types of fabric, and de- 
termines what kind of chemic- 
als to use on which stain. 

Milton said each garment 
which comes into the store goes 
through eight different stages 
before it is returned to the cus- 
tomer. 

This is where the laundry list 
comes in: 

• Goodwyn Long - has been 
with the company since 1951. 
Works as a cleaner, presser. 

• Shirley White - has been 
with the company since 1969. 
Works as manager in Milton’s 


absence, head inspector. 

• Carmen Williams - has 
been with the company since 
1970. Works as assistant mana- 
ger and in repairs and altera- 
tions, 

• Marietta Clark - has been 
with the company since 1971. 
Works as head of alterations 
and in repairs, 

• Ernestine Teel - has been 
with the company since 1977. 
Works as a clerk and in the bag- 
ging department. 

Milton is very proud of his 
workers and feels they are 
more like family than em- 
ployees, He points out that Wil- 
liams came to America in 1970 
from the Caribbean. Her first 
job was at Inkster Cleaners. 
She’s been there ever since. 
None have ever been laid off. 

“Mr, Long’s sister worked for 
us,” Milton said, “for 25 years. 
She’s Shirley White’s mother. 
Mr, Long’s two daughters work- 
ed for us while going to school." 

“These employees - they 
could have been making more 
money working elsewhere,” 
Milton said. “It’s like a family 
affair. We have very mutual 
feelings toward each other, as 
a family might.” 

To become part of the Inkster 
Cleaners family, all one has to 
do is bring down some gar- 
ments to be dry cleaned, Shir- 
ley and Carmen usually work 
the front desk, and they know 
nearly all the customers on a 
first-name basis.

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Giving 

Gift-giving tradition 
has cautious note

rom the first gifts of gold, 
myrrh and frankincense 
presented to the Christ 
Child, presents have been 
an important part of the 
holiday celebration 
During all of the great 
feasts of the early Christ- 
ian Church, gifts were ex- 
changed. Christmas - 
being the most festive 
holiday of the year - became the time 
when the most costly and elaborate pre- 
sents were presented. The gift-giving 
custom has continued and expanded 
through the years and appears to have 
become a major focus of the holiday 
season in the 1980s* 

However, according to Roger Dali- 
wig, director of Her Placed His Place 
Counseling Center, the practice of gift 
giving was not always as widespread as 
it is today. In fact, he said, children 
usually were the only recipients of gifts 
during the turn of the century. Adults 
often exchanged small token gifts dur- 
ing this period. - handkerchiefs, and 
handmade items were among the most 
popular gift items* 

“There doesn’t seem to be any break- 
ing away from the commercialism of 
the holidays/* Dallwig said. “Youngs- 
ters see expensive toys on television - 
some of which are shown doing things 
that they are not really capable of - and 
there is a real letdown if their parents 
cannot afford to purchase the toy. 

There also is a letdown if the toy cannot 
live up to the expectations the child has 
after viewing it on television/* 

Dallwig believes the best way of deal- 
ing with the gift-giving dilemma is to

set limits on spending and avoid 
giving children too many gifts 
at one time. It is better to space 
out the gifts during several days 
than to overwhelm the child - 
expecially a small child - with 
an overabundance of gifts on 
Christmas morning, the therap- 
ist said. 

Although the practice of gift 
giving includes all the members 
of the household today, many 


adults have ambivalent feelings 
about the custom - they enjoy 
the giving, but are not as excited 
about the receiving. 

One area businessman, who 
asked not to be identified, said 
he “may sound like Scrooge, but 
I don’t care about presents for 
myself or for most other adults, 

“Most of us today are affluent 
enough to buy whatever we 
need, when we need it, i think 
that has diminished the appre- 
ciation of Christmas gifts for 
most adults,” he said. “During 
the Depression era, people 


didn't have money enough to fill 
their needs through the year, so 
they waited until the holidays to 
purchase a pair of slippers, a 
toaster or a new item of clothing 
for the other adults in their 
family. Today, we buy new 
clothes, jewelry or appliances 
w henever we need them If your 
slippers are worn out, you 
wouldn’t wait for Christmas to 
get a new pair, would you?" he 
continued. 

“But, as for the kids, 1 think 
the holidays are a good time to 
spoil youngsters - just a little," 
he said.

It’s real incon- 
venient to get to the ironing 
board w hich is also being used 
as a makeshift shelf at this time. 

He 
has developed a particular fond- 
ness for green silk ribbon and 
the stains he leaves on the white 
carpet as he drags the saliva- 
soaked treasures he has stolen 
from the den are less than pre- 
possessing. In the holiday 
theme, perhaps, but less than 
esthetically pleasing. No won- 
der I'm crazy. Last night, 1 
smacked the little creep with a 
gift box. It worked like a charm , 
he thought it was a new game 
and wouldn't leave me alone for 
an hour, barking and jumping at 
me while I tried, unsuccessful- 
ly, to wrap gifts. 

In short, this holiday is shap- 
ing up as a disaster, pure and 
simple. Nothing is done, and the 
time to create a real family 
Christmas is long gone. And. the 
depression has set in. Like 
everyone else. I’m tired. I’m 
cranky. I'm broke and I’m anxi- 
ety ridden. You understand, 
just my usual self. 

There is only one thing to do. 
Bake cookies. Not only will I feel 
like I'm doing something to- 
ward holiday happiness, but 
cookies are a sure-fire cure for 
anxiety and depression, both of 
which 1 have in abundance. 

But, 1 really can do this. I 
found a wonderful recipe for a 
cookie that is so versatile, and 
bakes in a cooling oven for five 
hours. This is just the ticket. 
These little gems will bake 
while I sleep. I don't have to 
watch them, they won't burn 
and I can leave them for hours 
until I find time to attend to 
them. While they aren’t my 
favorite cookie, they do have 
some merits. And, kids love 
them . Oh, what I d do for a great 
bakery right about now. You 
know, a place that actually puts 
real butter and sugar into the 
cookies? 

Forgotten 
meringue cookies 

2 egg whites 
Pinch of salt 

Scant 1/2 teaspoon cream off 
tartar 

3/4 cup sugar 
1/2 teaspoon food coloring 
(green for mint, red for cin- 
namon) 

1 1/2 cups chocolate chips 

Preheat oven to 75 degrees. 
Beat egg whites, salt and cream 
of tartar together in large bowl 
until glossy. Add sugar and food 
coloring slowly. If flavoring is 
used (mint, cinnamon, butters- 
cotch, etc.), add only 1/4 teaspoon 
of coloring and 1/4 teaspoon of 
flavoring. Stir in chocolate (or 
butterscotch or chocolate mint). 
Drop by small teaspoonfuls onto 
slightly greased cookie sheet. 
Turn off oven immediately upon 
putting cookies in and leave in 
oven five hours or overnight. Do 
not peek or open oven. This 
should make about 50 to 60 
cookies and can be flavored and 
colored to suit any family's taste. 
Be inventive, use different colors 
and flavors and dates, nuts or 
raisins. These really are versatile 
and you can wrap presents while 
the oven does the work. Do them 
just before you go to bed and pre- 
sto, the next morning, you have 
cookies. Do them just before you 
go to work in the morning, and 
like magic, when you arrive 
home, you have fresh cookies. 
You'll thank me for this 
someday.

entertaining. She has sharpened her skills with jobs 
ranging from catering to preparing food for local 
restaurants and enjoys the pleasure her cooking 
brings to others, 

" I guess I've always had a desire to cook, just to see 
people happy when they eat,'’ she said. 

Cook's attitude is evident in the party spread she 
offers guests. 

“I try to cover a Little bit of everything,” she said. 

Her party trays range from low-calorie dishes to a 
display of sausage bits and shrimp, complete with a 
flame for toasting the food Cook creates the fiery 
dish by placing a stemo flame in a hoUowed-out cab- 
bage covered with foil.

just sit people down, they won't do anything,” Cook 
explained. 

Unique snacks, such as the sausage dish, often 
serve as conversation pieces. 

Another important aspect to hosts is the cost of 
entertaining. Because the holiday season often leads 
people to host several parties, avoiding excess spend- 
ing is helpful. Cook tries to offer dishes that do not call 
for expensive ingredients. Most of her recipes are 
versatile and can be used throughout the year. 

This season, Cook looks forward to entertaining 
several groups, including family, neighbors and 
members of her church group. In addition, she is 
busy with her full-time cooking job at the Vaskos 
restaurant, in Bellville. and her classload at Wayne 
County Community College, 

Eventually, Cook would like to begin a career in 
restaurant management. She was married shortly 
after completing high school and raised four chil- 
dren, 

"It's my turn now,” she said. 

Here are a few of Cook’s secrets to successful holi- 
day entertaining. 

Zesty nibbles 

16 ounces oyster crackers 
1/3 cup vegetable oil 
12 teaspoon lemon pepper 
1/2 teaspoon garlic powder 
1 package (1 ounce) dry buttermilk 
Country-style salad dressing mix 
12 teaspoon dill weed 

Place crackers in a large plastic container. In a 
small pan, heat oil. Pour over crackers and toss to 
coat. In a small bowl, combine dry saladniressing 
mix, lemon pepper, garlic powder and did weed. Mix 
thoroughly and sprinkle over crackers. Toss again 
until all of the crackers are coated with the mixture. 
Keep tightly covered 24 hours, shaking occasionally. 
Keep in closed container up to 3 weeks. Makes 1 
quart.
